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HISTORY  OF  LICK  CREEK  CHURCH 
1787-1987 

Lick  Creek  Church  was  and  is  located  in  one  of  the  oldest  settlements  in  southern 
Davidson  County.  It  stands  on  a  hill  between  Lick  Creek  and  Cabin  Creek.  There 
are  no  records  of  when  the  church  was  first  started  or  who  first  preached  here. 
All  early  records  have  either  been  lost  or  were  burned.  There  are  no  records  of 
when  the  first  church  was  built  and  it  is  assumed  that  the  first  meeting  were  held 
in  a  brush  arbor. 

There  is  evidence  that  Lick  Creek  Church  was  having  meetings  before  1787.  This 
evidence  comes  from  a  letter  received  by  Abbot's  Creek  Church  in  August  1787  in 
which  Lick  Creek  Church  asked  for  help  in  being  constituted.  They  were  not 
constituted  then,  because  in  1805  they  petitioned  the  Old  Jersey  Church  for  help 
in  this  matter.  The  petition  was  granted,  but  for  some  reason  not  given,  Lick 
Creek  was  not  constituted  until  August  7,  1807  after  a  second  request  to  Jersey 
Church. 

The  following  October  Lick  Creek  Church  was  admitted  into  the  Sandy  Creek  Association. 
The  church  remained  in  this  Association  until  1815,  when  Sandy  Creek  Association  was 
divided  by  mutual  consent.  In  October  1816  at  Richland  Creek  Meeting  House  in  Mont- 
gomery County,  Lick  Creek  Church,  along  with  several  other  churches,  formed  the  Pee 
Dee  Association.  The  records  of  the  Pee  Dee  Association  state  that  in  October  1819 
the  Association  meeting  was  held  at  "Lick  Creek  Church,  old  graveyard". 

Lick  Creek  remained  a  member  of  the  Pee  Dee  Association  until  October  1825  when  a 
new  association  was  formed.  Pastors  and  delegates  from  several  churches  met  at 
Liberty  Meeting  House  in  Davidson  County  in  November  1825  where  they  formed  the 
Abbott's  Creek  Association.  Lick  Creek  Church  remained  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  September  1832  when  it  split  over  the  subject  of  missions,  Sunday  Schools, 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  several  other  policy  changes  being  offered  to  the 
Abbott's  Creek  Association. 

Early  in  the  yesr  of  1832,  accordin2  to  church  records,  Lick  Creek  Church  held  a 
meeting  to  discuss  this  subject.   The  majority  of  the  church  members  voted  for  the 
anti-mission  side.   The  minority,  led  by   Elder  Eli  Carroll,  left  the  body  of  the 
church  and  formed  their  own  church. 

The  1832  session,  of  Abbott's  Creek  Association  was  held  in  September  at  Mount  Tabor 
Meeting  House  in  Montgomery  County.   Lick  Creek  Church  sent  two  delegations,  each  with 
a  letter.   The  anti-mission  delegation  asked  that  the  pro-mission  delegation  not  be 
recognized  at  the  meeting.  This  brought  the  question  of  missions  up  and  the  Associatior 
agreed  to  vote  on  it.   The  majority  of  the  votes  were  anti-mission  and  the  minority 
pro-mission  churches  were  rejected  in  the  Association.  Elder  Eli  Carroll  led  the 
minority  outside,  where  they  pitched  a  tent  on  the  same  grounds  and  there  they  formed 
the  Liberty  Baptist  Association. 

The  pro-mission  and  the  anti-mission  sides  of  Lick  Creek  Church  continued  to  use 
the  same  building  for  some  time  and  both  parties  used  the  name,  Lick  Creek.  The  anti- 
mission  brethren  kept  the  name  until  1846  when  they  moved  across  the  river  and 
joined  the  Pineywoods  Baptist  Church.  The  name  was  later  changed  to  Flat  Creek 
Baptist  Church. 

Lick  Creek  Church  was  a  strong  leader  in  the  early  formation  of  the  Liberty  Baptist 
Association.  Elder  Eli  Carroll  served  as  moderator  for  thirteen  years.  Several 
pastors  from  Lick  Creek  have  preached  the  introductory  sermon  and  many  members  of  the 
church  have  served  and  are  serving  on  various  committees  in  the  Association.   Henry 


Sheets  stated  In  his  "History  of  Liberty  Baptist  Association"  that  Lick  Creek  Church 
jfts  one  of  the  strongest  churches,  financially,  in  the  Liberty  Association. 

Before  the  split  and  for  many  years  after,  Lick  Creek  held  large  camp  meetings. 
People  came  from  all  around  to  attend  them.  They  erected  small  buildings,  called 
tents,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  people  attending.  Each  family  had  a  tent  where 
they  ate  and  slept.  These  meetings  lasted  from  one  to  two  weeks. 

The  first  record  of  land  that  was  deeded  to  the  church  was  in  1358  when  3enjamin 
Carroll  deeded  three  acres  to  the  church.  Just  before  the  Civil  War  Lick  Creek 
built  a  new  church.  Then  between  1900-1902,  during  the  pastorate  of  Elder  J.  A. 
Summey,  this  building  was  torn  down  and  a  new  one  erected.  This  building  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  1931  and  a  new  brick  church  was  erected  at  the  same  location 
and  continues  to  be  used  today. 

In  October  1958  a  memorial  stone  dedicated  to  Eli  Carroll  was  erected  at  the  church 
by  the  Liberty  Baptist  Association  and  Robert  C.  Carroll.  The  stone  stands  at  the 
edge  of  the  cemetery.  On  September  7,  1969  at  three  in  the  afternoon  a  dedication 
service  was  held.   Almost  every  church  in  the  Association  had  delegates  present  for 
the  dedication.   Speakers  for  the  program  were  Reverend  W.  C.  Adams,  Moderator  of 
the  Liberty  Baptist  Association;  Mr.  Sam  Smith,  Historian  for  the  Liberty  Baptist 
Association;  Mr.  Robert  Carroll;  Reverend  W.  D.  Williamson  and  Dr.  A.  C.  Reid,  who 
brought  the  message.  Music  was  furnished  by  the  Mills  Home  Choir. 

Over  the  years  various  improvements  and  repairs  were  done  to  the  church  and  grounds. 
In  January  1961  central  heating  was  installed.  Moat  of  the  money  for  this  was 
donated  by  Miss  Mayme  Cole.  In  August  1969  a  picnic  shelter  was  built.  A  well 
was  drilled  in  June  1972  and  bathrooms  were  installed  in  September  1972.  In  August 
1977  carpeting  was  installed  in  the  church  and  in  May  1979  a  new  roof  was  put  on 
the  church.  In  August  1980  a  new  parking  lot  was  added  next  to  the  picnic  shelter. 
New  light  fixtures  were  purchased  and  installed  in  March  1982  and  in  June  1984  central 
air  conditioning  was  put  in. 

In  August  1944  Mrs.  Minnie  Layden  left  the  church  $1,350.00  in  bonds  in  her  will. 
The  bonds  were  cashed  in  in  1986. 

On  October  21,  1979  the  church  voted  to  have  preaching  every  Sunday  instead  of  just 
the  second  and  fourth. 

Lick  Creek  has  had  over  two  hundred  years  of  service  to  God.  We  have  had  good  times 
and  bad  times,  lean  year  and  fat  years,  sorrow  and  happiness  and  through  it  all  our 
belief  and  faith  in  God  has  been  our  strength.   We  pray  that  God  will  always  be  with 
us  and  that  we  will  always  remember  that  without  Him  in  our  church  we  would  not  be 
celebrating  two  hundred  years  of  continuity.  We  pray  that  we  will  continue  to  do 
the  Lord's  will  and  that  He  will  see  fit  to  bless  us  with  another  two  hundred  years 
of  service.

In  1833  Lick  Creek  Church  wrote  out  a  pledge  for  their  church  and  all  members  at 
that  time  signed  it.  This  information  comes  from  the  minutes  of  the  church  which 
had  been  photocopied  from  the  originial.  At  times  it  was  difficult  to  decipher 
the  handwritting.  A  question  mark  will  be  placed  beside  the  names  where  there  was 
difficulty  in  reading  them. 

"State  of  North  Carolina  Davidson  Count/  We  the  Church  of  Christ  at  Lick  Creek 
Meeting  House  now  being  confirmed  as  the  Baptist  Church  of  Christ  whereby  we  give 
ourselves  to  God  and  to  one  another  and  to  live  as  becomes  members  of  the  gospel 
Church  of  Christ.   Where  as  we  agree  to  record  our  church  meetings  and  inroll 
our  names  as  members  of  the  same    March  the  25th  day  of  1833."

BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCHES  OF  PASTORS  WHO  SERVED  AT  LICK  CREEK 

Ell  Carroll  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1817-1840.  He  wa9  born  in  Anson 
County,  NC  on  December  20,  1785.  In  1810  he  married  Catherine  Burrage.  They  had  eight 
children,  two  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  The  earliest  account  of  his  Christian  life  was 
when  he  was  called  as  a  delegate  to  the  Sandy  Creek  Association  in  1814.   The  old 
records  of  Jersey  Church,  dated  July  12,  1817  state  that  Lick  Creek  Church  called  for 
help  from  Jersey  to  aid  in  the  ordination  of  Eli  Carroll  to  the  ministry.  He  had  been 
preaching  for  about  fifteen  years  at  Lick  Creek  when  the  anti-mission  Baptists  split 
from  the  rest  of  the  Baptists.  Reverend  Carroll  was  a  major  leader  in  the  formation  of 
the  Liberty  Baptist  Association  and  served  as  Moderator  from  1833-1840.   In  1836  he 
was  pastor  of  Lick  Creek,  Liberty  and  Holloways  Churches.   From  this  time  up  to  1842 
when  there  is  no  further  mention  of  his  work,  he  was  pastor  of  these  churches  and  also 
Big  Creek  and  New  Friendship  Churches.  He  died  on  July  27,  1846  and  is  buried  on  the 
old  homestead  two  miles  south-east  of  Lick  Creek  Church. 

Elder  B.  Lanier  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1841-1842.  There  was  no  infor- 
mation available  on  him. 

Alfred  Kinney  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1843-1861.  He  was  born  on  July  2, 
1801  and  died  on  April  13,  1862.  He  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Morris  and  they  had  ten 
children.  He  was  baptizied  on  the  fourth  Sunday  in  June,  1828  and  was  ordained  to  the 
work  of  the  ministry  on  the  fifth  Sunday  in  April,  1843.  He  was  not  a  highly  educated 
man,  but  he  used  what  he  did  have  to  very  good  account.  When  he  preached  he  had  his 
congregation  under  complete  control  and  being  in  earnest  he  kept  them  interested.  He 
had  been  a  member  of  Lick  Creek  Church  for  about  four  years  when  the  anti-mission 
split  occurred.  He  went  with  the  anti-mission  group.  About  two  years  later,  during 
a  revival  meeting,  the  door  of  the  pro-mission  church  was  opened  for  reception  of  new 
members  and  brother  Kinney  came  forward.  He  said,  "Brethren,  I  was  wrong,  I  am  sorry, 
and  I  want  to  come  back  and  be  with  you,  if  you  will  have  me."  Of  course  he  was 
received  back  into  fellowship  and  did  faithful  work  as  long  as  he  lived.  He  is  buried 
in  the  cemetry  at  Lick  Creek  Church. 

William  Henry  Hamner  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1862-1364.  He  was  born  in 
Albermarle  County,  Virginia  on  November  8,  1808  and  he  died  on  September  6,  1896.  He 
was  ordained  to  the  ministry  at  the  Fork  Church  in  Davie  County  on  June  30,  1841. 
During  his  ministry  to  various  churches  in  Davidson  County,  he  worked  at  his  trade  of 
saddle  and  harness  maklmg. .  He  was  charactized  as  being  an  honest  workman  and  it  is 
believed  that  he  never  palmed  off  a  piece  of  shoddy  work  in  his  life.  He  was  a  man  of 
robust  character.  His  opportunities  for  an  eduction  were  quite  limited,  though  had 
he  been  educated  he  would  have  been  an  intellectual  giant.  Few  men  of  his  advantages 
were  his  equal  in  the  knowledge  of  the  Bible.  His  sermons  were  quite  powerful  and 
drew  many  people  to  Christ. 

Pastor  J.  A.  Cornish  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1866-1868.  During  this  time 
he  was  pastor  at  Holloways  and  Muddy  Creek  Churches  also.  In  August  1868  John  Cornish 
and  his  wife  asked  for  and  received  letters  of  dismission  from  Reeds  Baptist  Church. 
No  other  information  was  available  on  him. 

Pastor  H.  Morton  served  at  Lick  Creek  from  1869-1873  and  then  again  in  1875.  There 
was  no  information  available  on  him. 

Pastor  S.  A.  Roper  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1874-1875.  There  was  no 
information  available  on  him. 

Pastor  U.  F.  Haithcock  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1876-1884.  There  was  no 
information  available  on  him. 


James  Hilliard  Booth  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  for  one  year  in  1385.  He  was 
a  native  of  Wake  County,  NC.  He  graduated  from  Hake  Forest  College  and  served  several 
years  in  the  South  Tadkin  Association.  No  other  information  avialable  on  him. 

William  Turner  served  at  Lick  Creek  from  1886-1888.  He  was  born  June  23,  1816  to 
John  and  Rebecca  Turner.  His  grandfather,  John  Paul  Turner,  emigrated  from  Germany. 
During  a  revival  at  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Lexington,  his  heart  was  touched  and  he 
became  saved.  After  his  conversion  he  united  with  old  Jersey  Church  and  was  baptized 
by  Elder  Josiah  Wiseman  in  1834.  In  1839  he  began  to  exercise  his  gifts  as  a  minister 
and  in  1844  he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry.  He  was  married  to  Nancy  Laugenour  on 
April  23,  1851  and  they  had  two  children.  As  a  preacher  he  had  rare  gifts  and  few 
equals  in  ability.  He  was  always  in  demand  and  his  pastorates  averaged  longer  than  those 
of  most  ministers  in  his  day.  He  loved  to  preach  and  he  could  hold  vast  audiences 
spellbound  and  at  times  he  could  move  them  as  few  preachers  could.  He  was  a  man  of 
prayer  and  at  all  of  his  churches  he  had  a  place  where  he  would  go  and  pray  before  he 
preached.  He  was  in  great  demand  to  preach  at  funacai  services  because  of  his  ability 
to  administer  comfort  both  around  the  fireside  and  in  the  pulpit.   Two  things  he  had 
desired,  that  he  "might  die  in  the  harness*  and  that  he  would  not  "outlive  his  useful- 
ness". Both  were  granted.  On  April  6,  1889  he  and  his  companion  had  driven  to  New 
Friendship  Church  where  he  had  preached  for  thirty-three  years,  he  held  a  short  service 
and  on  the  way  home  he  fell  in  his  wife's  arms  and  died.   He  went  to  be  with  Him  whom 
he  had  so  often  preached  about  to  others. 

Pastor  H.  Morton  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1889-1891  and  then  again  from 
1894-1895.  No  information  was  available  on  him. 

John  Monroe  Bennett  werved  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1892-1893  then  again  from 
1903-1904.  He  was  born  on  November  28,  1856  on  a  farm  near  Ellerbe,  NC.  His  father  was 
Gardner  Bennett  and  his  mother  was  Martha  Covington  Bennett.  Prior  to  entering  Wake 
Forest  to  study  for  the  ministry,  he  traveled  extensively  in  Euroupe  and  was  reputed 
to  have  spoken  six  languages.  After  leaving  college,  he  married  Annie  Amelia  Wooley 
of  Mt.  Gilead,  NC.  During  their  marriage  they  had  four  children.  He  entered  the 
ministry  in  1880  and  served  for  forty-four  years.  He  died  on  June  26,  1931  and  is 
buried  at  Canton,  NC. 

Haywood  Morris  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1896-1899.  He  was  born  in  Mont- 
gomery County,  NC  on  September  12,  1856  and  died  on  September  14,  1902  in  the  hospital 
of  the  University  of  Maryland  where  he  had  gone  for  an  operation.  He  was  married  to 
Mary  Beaman  on  November  25,  1875.  He  joined  the  church  as  a  boy  of  sixteen.  About 
1884  he  was  baptized  into  the  fellowship  of  Mount  Carmel  Baptist  Church.  In  1890  he 
was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  that  same  church.  He  moved  with  his  family  to 
Palmerville  and  went  to  school  for  two  years,  being  in  classes  with  some  of  his  own 
children.  He  did  occasional  preaching  during  this  time  and  served  one  small  church. 
He  then  spent  a  year  at  the  Seraianry  at  Louisville.  He  was  above  the  average  as  a 
preacher.  A  man  of  rare  natural  gifts,  he  thought  and  then  put  his  thinking  together 
for  good  purpose.  His  sermons  were  always  good  and  full  of  spiritual  force.  Three 
associations  were  blessed  with  his  work:  Stanley,  Liberty  and  Union.  He  served  churches 
and  held  meetings  in  different  places  in  their  territories  and  the  work  always  went 
forward  where  he  labored. 

John  A.  Summey  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1900-1902.  He  was  born  in 
Randolph  County,  NC  to  Lyndon  and  Catherine  Summey.  He  was  married  to  Martha  Jane 
Coppley  on  November  13,  1873  and  they  had  seven  children.  He  professed  faith  in  Christ 
on  August  28,  1871  and  was  baptized  by  Elder  Wyatt  N.  Thayer  in  August,  1873.  He 
never  attended  school  a  day  in  his  life  and  was  not  inside  a  church  from  age  six  to 
sixteen.   He  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  on  October  13,  1886.  He  was  pastor  to  many 
churches  and  was  quite  successful  in  evangelistic  work. 


Henry  Sheets  »erved  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1905-1908  and  then  again  in  1917. 
He  was  born  in  Randolph  County,  NC  on  December  15,  1843  and  he  died  on  September  20, 
1917  in  Lexington,  NC.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  on  September  27,  1873  at  Tom's  Creek 
Baptist  Church  and  was  ordained  to  the  full  ministry  at  that  same  church  on  September 
23,  1877.  His  first  pastorate  was  at  Corinth  Baptist  Church  in  Rowan  County  in  January 
of  1878.  For  over  fifty  years  he  preached  in  the  Liberty  Association.  He  preached  at 
or  pastored  nearly  every  church  in  the  Assocciation  and  he  also  preached  at  churches  in 
the  surrounding  counties  of  Cleveland,  Rowan,  Stanley,  Montgomery,  Randolph,  Guilford 
and  Forsyth.  He  was  also  the  clerk  of  the  Liberty  Baptist  Assocciation  for  thirty-two 
years  continuously,  except  for  three  years  when  he  served  as  Moderator.  In  his  later 
years  he  wrote  and  published  a  book  entitled  "A  History  of  Liberty  Baptist  Association,'' 
a  labor  of  love  for  him  which  he  performed  with  throughness  and  excellent  taste.  He 
was  a  devout  and  faithful  student  of  the  Word,  a  true  and  fearless  interpreter  and 
preacher  of  it  in  the  pulpit  and  a  strong  defender  of  the  tenets  and  doctrines  of  his 
own  people.  He  believed  in  the  whole  work  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  sought  to  develop 
his  churches  in  all  forms  of  Christian  activity,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  In  his 
pastoral  relations  he  was  wise  and  tender  and  earnest  being  the  friend  and  brother  of 
every  one  in  his  churches,  entering  with  his  whole  heart  into  all  the  joys  and  sorrows 
and  experiences  of  his  people.  He  was  greatly  loved  by  the  hundreds  to  whom  he  had 
ministered  and  was  sorely  missed  by  all  of  them. 

Thomas  Carrick  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1910-1915.  He  was  born  on  April 
11,  1850  near  High  Rock  in  Davidson  County,  NC  and  died  on  May  22,  1935  in  High  Point,  NC.

Pastor  Hoyle  Love  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1918-1919.  There  was  no  infor- 
mation available  on  him. 

Pastor  J.  A.  Corabs  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1921-1922.   There  was  no  infor- 
mation available  on  him. 

William  Amos  Hough  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1923-192^.  He  w?s  born  on 
December  24,  1879  to  Jesse  C.  Hough  and  Malissa  Bass  Hou(?,h.  He  attended  Wake  Forest 
University  from  1904-1906.   He  was  ordained  at  Hopewell  Baptist  Church  in  Union  County 
on  March  4,  1906.   He  was  married  to  Mary  Estelle  Black  on  November  26,  1907  in 
Charlotte,  NC.  He  served  as  pastor  in  various  churches  in  Stanley  and  Davidson  Counties. 

Luther  Allen  Connell  served  at  Lick  Creek  from  192?-1926.   He  was  born  on  September 
7,  1869.  His  father  was  James  Guilford  Connell  and  his  mother  was  Rachel  Gray  Connell. 
He  was  educated  in  Alabama  and  was  ordained  in  Alabama  in  August  1898.  He  was  married 
to  Vesta  Malinda  Shirley. 

Paul  V.  Berry  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  for  one  year  in  1927.  He  was  born,  raised 
and  received  most  of  his  education  in  Georgia.  No  other  information  was  available  on  him. 

Malicus  Addison  Adams  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  for  one  year  in  1929.   He  was  born 
in  Wilson  County  on  November  15,  1867  to  James  Henry  Adams  and  Elizabeth  Parker  Adams. 
He  grew  up  on  a  farm  and  had  few  advantages,  but  he  was  very  eager  for  an  education  and 
read  everything  he  could  borrow.  He  went  to  Littleton  Academy,  where  he  worked  his  way 
through  school,  and  later  he  attended  Wake  Forest  to  study  for  the  ministry.  While  at 
Wake  Forest  he  met  and  married  Florence  Baugh.  During  their  marriage  they  had  five 
children.  Reverend  Adams  held  pastorates  in  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Virginia  and  South 


Carolina.  He  also  did  work  for  the  Endowment  Fund  of  Chowan  Institute  and  the  Baptist 
Centenial  Fund.  He  was  a  member  of  Liberty  Baptist  Association  while  he  pastored  at 
Lick  Creek  Church.  He  died  on  May  15,  1943  and  is  buried  in  Statesville,  NC. 

Samuel  B.  Wilson  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1930-1935.  He  was  born  on 
September  15,  1872  to  Lewis  Wilson  and  Susan  Payne  Wilson  and  he  died  on  January  15, 
1955.  He  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  at  New  Friendship  Baptist  Church  and  attended 
Wake  Forest  from  1896-1901.  He  was  married  to  Fannie  Bailey  on  April  8,  1894.  He 
Is  also  the  author  of  a  poem  entitled  "The  Sweetest  Story  Ever  Told".  The  poem  is 
about  the  birth  of  Christ. 

William  Van  Carroll  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  for  one  year  in  1936.   He  was 
born  in  Rowan  County  on  November  29,  1904.  He  grew  up  on  a  farm  near  High  Rock  on 
the  banks  of  the  Yadkin  River.  After  grammar  school,  he  attended  Yadkin  Mineral 
Springs  Academy  at  Palmerville,  NC  and  graduated  from  there  in  1924.  He  then  attended 
Wake  Forest  College  and  graduated  from  these  in  1923.  He  attended  the  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Louisville,  FY  where  he  graduated  in  1934  with  a 
Master  of  Theology  degree.  After  graduation  he  served  Lick  Creek  Church  and  Denton 
Baptist  Church.  During  this  time  he  married  Ina  Stanley  Hastings,  whom  he  had  met 
while  attending  Wake  Forest.  They  had  two  sons.  Reverend  Carroll  served  as  pastor 
to  churches  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.   In  1947  he  began  serving  as  Associational 
Missionary  for  the  Liberty  Association.   In  1957  he  went  to  Forest  City,  NC  and 
began  serving  in  the  Sandy  Run  Baptist  Association  as  Associational  Missionary.  At 
the  time  his  retirement  in  1974  he  was  the  Director  of  Missions  for  Sandy  Run 
Association. 

Pastor  H.  M.  Stroup  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  for  one  year  in  1938.  There 
was  no  information  available  on  him. 

Pastor  T.  B.  Ploe  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1940-1941.  No  information 
was  available  on  him. 

Worth  Dick  Williamson  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1942-1943  and  then  again 
from  1967-1977.  He  was  married  to  Mary  Zula  Hill  and  she  died  on  August  11,  1982  in 
Winston-Salem,  NC.  He  has  been  pastor  to  Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina  for 
forty- four  years. 

Pastor  C.  B.  Atkinson  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  for  one  year  in  1944.  There  is 
no  information  available  on  him. 

Pastor  E.  C.  Roach  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1945-1950.   He  was  born  on 
January  1,  1898  and  he  died  on  May  10,  1966.  He  joined  Stoner's  Grove  Baptist  Church 
in  his  youth.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  on  February  17,  1918  at  this  same  church. 
Six  months  earlier  he  had  preached  his  first  sermon  there.   He  was  ordained  to  the 
ministry  by  the  Southside  Baptist  Church  in  High  Point  on  September  8,  1922.  After 
his  ordination  by  this  church  he  served  as  its  pastor  for  several  years.  During  his 
ministeral  life  of  forty-four  years  he  served  the  following  churches  in  the  Liberty 
Baptist  Association:  Oakhill  Memorial,  Southside,  Welcome,  Center  Hill,  Jersey, 
Erlanger,  Denton,  Liberty,  Lick  Creek,  Reeds  and  Mountain  View.

Pastor  John  F.  Jarrett  Served  at  Lick  Creek  from  1951-1961.   There  was  no  infor- 
mation available  on  him. 

Pastor  Jack  Alexander  served  at  Lick  Creek  from  1962-1964.   There  was  no  infor- 
mation available  on  him. 


Jake  Gurley  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  for  one  year  in  1965.  While  there  he 
was  a  teacher  in  the  Davidson  County  School  System.  He  graduated  from  Lexington 
High  School  and  attended  Appalachian  State  Teachers  College  a  year  before  going  into 
the  Array  to  serve  during  World  War  II.  He  served  with  the  Air  Corps  during  the  war. 
While  stationed  at  Wright  Patterson  Field  at  Dayton,  Ohio  he  met  Delores  Parrish  of 
Buffalo,  NY,  a  WAC  stationed  there  also,  and  the  two  were  married.  They  have  three 
children.  After  his  discharge  he  attended  New  Orleans  Baptist  Seminary,  where  he 
received  a  Bachelor  of  Theology  degree.  He  also  studied  at  William  Carey  College  in 
Hattiesburg,  Mississippi,  Springhill  College  in  Mobile,  Alabama,  and  Galilean  Seminary 
in  Tampa,  Florida  where  he  completed  requirements  for  his  PHD. 

Pastor  J.  Robert  Cline,  Jr.  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1978-1979.  There  was 
no  information  available  on  him. 

Pastor  Jack  P.  Bennett  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1979-1980.   There  was  no 
information  available  on  him. 

Pastor  Ervin  Bill  Hyde  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  for  one  year  in  1981.  There 
was  no  information  available  on  him. 

Chet  Cantrell  served  at  Lick  Creek  Church  from  1983-1985.  He  was  born  in 
Spartanburg,  SC  on  August  14,  1961  to  Roy  Cantrell  and  Linda  Cantrell.   He  started 
preaching  at  Lick  Creek  Church  in  1983  while  he  was  attending  Southeastern  Seminary 
at  Wake  Forest,  NC.   He  was  ordained  at  Lick  Creek  Church  in  January  1984.  He  met 
his  wife,  Michelle  Madden,  while  he  was  attending  the  Southern  Seminary  in  Charlestown, 
KI,  They  were  married  on  June  20,  1987  and  they  make  their  home  in  Jef fersonville, 
Indiana.  He  is  still  attending  Southern  Seminary  and  is  interim  pastor  at  Unity  Baptist 
Church  in  Pikeville,  KY. 

Pastor  B.  V.  Broadway  started  serving  at  Lick  Creek  in  1985  as  supply  pastor  and 
became  full  time  pastor  in  January  1986.  He  was  born  June  3,  1918  in  Union  County,  NC 
to  Willie  Broadway  and  Betty  Austin  Broadway.  He  was  baptized  at  Old  North  Park  Baptist 
Church  in  High  Point,  NC.  He  married  Lucy  Williard  of  Surry  County  on  June  6,  1936. 
They  had  one  child  who  died  in  infancy.  He  was  ordained  to  preach  on  November  28,  1948 
at  High  Rock  Baptist  Church,  where  he  pastored  a  total  of  twelve  years  at  two  different 
tines.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  on  May  19,  1946  at  Fairmont  Baptist  Church  in  High 
Point.  During  his  years  as  a  pastor  he  has  pastored  at  approximately  thirteen  churches 
in  the  Liberty  Association.  He  retired  as  pastor  from  Cedar  Lodge  Baptist  Church  in 
Thomasville  in  June  1985.   He  was  called  out  of  retirement  to  serve  at  Lick  Creek  Church 
and  we  have  been  blessed  to  have  him.
